Baptist Foreign Missions Including the amount paid on the debt 
and the Judson Centennial, the Foreign Mission Board received a 
total of $964,186 Of this amount, $560,767 were received for current 
‘Upport. The sum Of $54,775 was used to meet home expenditures of 
“very character. and $529,405 actually reached the foreign fleld. Thus 
t will be seen 99 7-10 cents of every dollar given to Foreign Missions 
Ctually rea, hed the foreign field. of the above amount, Coldwater 
Assoc lation Eave $1,395. Or an average of less than 24 cents per 
member ° 

We hav: 307 foreign missionaries and 809 native workers, who 
served 458 churches with a membership of 47,161. There were 6,347 
baptisms They conducted 474 schools which had an enrollment of 
1.290 stud nts. Our medica} missionaries treated 67.556 patients 
By reducing the Office and Secretaria] force, the Board was able to 
report a saving of nearly $10,000 in expenses this year over last 

In view of the urgency of the opportunity growing out of present 
world conditions and the greatly increased cost of Sustaining our 
foreign mission work, we recommend that all our churches enlarge 
their Contributions to this cause, and that Pastors appeal for gifts 
from every member of their churches, Only thus Shall we prove our 
Sincerity as we pray “Thy kingdom come.”

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 


Article 1. This Association shall be called The Coldwater Bap- 
tist Association, which shall meet annually. 

Art. 2. The messengers representing the different churches shall, 
at the op@ning of the Association, present their letters of correspon- 
dence, which must state their appointment as delegates, together with 
the number of members in fellowship, the number baptized, received 
by letter, dismissed, excluded, restored and died, during the year. 

Art. 3. Every church belonging to this body shall be entitled to 
three representatives, until their number exceeds fifty members, and 
for every additional fifty, one more. 

Art. 4. Churches of this Union failing to represent themselves at 
one Association will be expected to state the reascus of that failure 
et the next; and if any church fails for three successive meetings, 
the Association may consider it dropped from its number; or shall 
have power to send a committee to inquire into the state of such 
church, as the Association may deem most advisable. 

Art. 5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by sig- 
nifying their desire to do so, by messengers and letter, provided they ° 
be deemed orderly and orthodox, and are willing to walk in fellow- 
ship with us. 

Art. 6. The Association shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who 
shall be chosen by ballot af each annual meeting so soon as letters 
from the churches are read and the delegates’ names enrolled. 

Art. 7. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules that 
shall at any time infringe upon the independence and right of the 
churches;' it shall, however, be at liberty to advise churches belong- 
ing to its body, or may separate from such churches as are known 
to walk disorderly. 

Art. 8. This Association shall have a fund for its expensés, and 
the churches may be at liberty to send up such funds as they may 
think proper, either for foreign or domestic missions, for the Bible 
or any benevolent institution; and the Association shall appoint some 
ne or more to take charge of same and forward them as they may 
be designated and report to the next Association. 

Art. 9. Any church of this Union having a difficulty that she 
cannot settle,«may call for help from other churches, or may present 
the case to this body for advice. ° Such cases must be presented in 
the letter of correspondence, stating why it has not or could not be 
settled or decided by the church. 

Art. 10. Any church of this Union having members supposed to 
possess ministerial gifts, it is considered advisable for them to call 
in such ministerial aid as shall be deemed most competent to examine, 
in connection with the church, such member or members, and if 
thought worthy, to authorize such person or persons to preach the 
Gospel by the consent and authority of the church. 

Art. 11. This Association may correspond by letter and delegates 
with the Baptist State Convention, of this State, and such other As- 
sociations as she may deem most conducive to the interest of Zion. 

Art. 12. The Minutes of this Association shall be read, corrected, 
and signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, and 
no Association shall adjourn, except in extraordinary cases, until it 
shall have finished all of its business. 

Art. 13. This Association shall not receive from individuals or 
churches for discussion any query which shall have a tendency to 
disturb the harmony of the body, but may give instructions to 
churches in all cases of difficulty, as she may think prudent. 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members- present.
